Ottawu, Dee. 1.— New rcjgulations to 
goverji hydraulic mining in the' Yukon 
have been adopted. The conditions upon 
wliich ooneossions of territory currying 
iilluviai gold will bo granted are these 

Provided, lirat, that concessions shall 
be In extent from, one to five miles along 
'the valleys and beds of creeks or rivers, 
and filiiill not exceed one mile in longtli. 

Concessions wliidi may lie lit'real'ter 
granted under those regulations sliall be 
ailutieil under certain huC conditions and 
only after due advertisement and public 
tender. iOxcoiitiou is made, liowever, in 
llie ca.se of tliose piiriic.f wlio iuive al- 
ready made application to tlie uunister 
of the interior fur territory whicli tlicy 
have prospected and proved iu Yukon. 
Couecssions granted to such parties are 
exempted from the foregoing require- 
iiicuts, as well as from, tlie regulations 
as to fees to be paid thereon to the gov- 
ernment, 

Fees whicli must be paid upon concos- 
B}ona hereafter granted are at the rate 
of ?150 annually per mile frontage. A 
royalty upon tlie output is also to be 
coiLtribute<l tlie same as is required of 
tlic ovdinary placer miner (at present J (I 
Iier cent.), but the royalty is only assess- 
able npoM so much of the output as may 
be ill e.vcess of ?25,000. 

IloUlers of concessions will be required 
to do work niion their properties equiva- 
lunt to an expenditure of ?5,000 per 
year. 

Another clause provides that \ii)on is- 
sue of II grunt the |)arty to wIkjiu it is 
given must undertake to connncucc !niii- 
ing operations within one year. 

-Vn ai)plieiint for a hyilraidie niinhig 
grant must (establish that he lias ac- 
tually been upon the groinil applied for; 
that he has prospeeted it, and tliat he 
is a bona fide miner. These facts arc 
t(i be set forth in a eertilicate to tliat 
effect, signed by the lulniinistravcir of 
tile Yukon district. A further eertliiiate 
is reciulred stating that the area ripplicd 
for has i;ot already been taken up, and 
is of such a character that it cvimot

SucU areas 
are vulrfelcss to' the individual miner. 
.Capital is xcqiiircd for their developuieut 
and, these new regulations. It will be ob- 
served, appear to give ail the necensary 
encouragement for the Investment of 
capital In the Yukon witJioul Imperilling 
tlie prospects of the ordinary miner. That 
is, with the exception of the absurdly 
high royalty of ton per cent., whicli, how- 
ever, there Is reason to believe will b' 
reduced to a reasonable ligure before 
long. 

The conditions us to open and public 
competition, tlie restriction of grants to 
bona tide miners, requirements as to ac- 
tual locution and teat of property na 
Well as stipulation for worJiing within 
a year, all look to the interest of the 
real investor and actual operator aa 
against the speculator and cluiin grab 
ber. 

Mr. Sifton has not, however, forgot 
ten to take care of his friends and lias 
so framed the e.xciuption clause that 
those wlio are already resident In Yukon 
and have applied for hydraulic rights 
will have very great advantage over new 
comers. These gentlemen are generally 
regarded as being Mr, Sifton's friends, 
and they are quite numerous. They will 
only be required to furnish proof of hav- 
ing resided in the Yukon and having 
been personally ou the property, They 
will not have to compete; they will not be 
re(|uired to pay IfLW per mile frontage, 
and they will not have to do any s])eci- 
licd amount of work per annum. These 
are very material advantages and give 
Mr. Sifton ample opportunity to oblige 
bis friends.

Witness of MatliemiLtical Rent 
SLOWS How Combination of Locks 
May Be Pound, 



Several Opened in Court AVitlio.ut 
Any Difliculty — Poatou in 
tlie Witness Box.

Xapanees, Bee. 1.— Hi^idedly the most 
interesting part of Wednesday's evi- 
dence in the bank robbery case was that 
of Arthtir Grnvclle, proprietor of the 
Itenfrew .Tounial, an amateur expert on 
safe coinbinalioiis. lie is !i graduate of 
the Ottawa University, where he spent 
muclj time in _tlK> study ot matheraatics. 
He lints <-dcrotedlhim8clC;toiitheistudy..^ 
cbmbiuiitioifS'' for'' twenty-five- ycors, but 
docs not call' htmsclf an expert, nor use 
his knowledge for the purpose of mak- 
ing money. Ho explained his system, 
wiiieh is peculiarly his own. It is based 
on the geometric relationship of nuni- 
hers. He divides all possible combina- 
tions, siiy forty iniUions, into five 
classes, according to tliti diUIculty of solv- 
ing them, putting the easy ones in one 
class. In Uiis he found 7i> per cent, of 
the locks set. Ho would work llirough 
the combinations, exhausting one set be- 
fore proeeeding to another. The first 
class would be oxiiausled In about three 
hours; the others t)elng increasingly dilU- 
eult. It would take nine hundred hours 
to go through the entire list, but in that 
time any roml>lnation in the world 
would be opened. Uc expressed the eoa- 
victioii that there were several thousand 
numbers which would have opened the 
bank safe ou the night of the robbery. 
Three and four wheel combinntlona wer<' 
produced and set to certain luuubers and 
lie demonstrated that they could lie open- 
ed by other numbers and opened them. 

.Tiidge Ferguson observed him looking 
at his notes and instructed a look to be 
set to numbers the witness could not 
know. This was done and the witness 
v.-as asked liow long it would take bun 
to open the lock, He said probably ten 
minutes. Intense excitement prevailed 
In court as he attempted the task. After 
two fnilui-cs he opened the lock within 
the necessary time. 

The court opened this morning with 
Gravclle still on the stand. He stated 
that a four-wheel comhinatioa lock 
could be opened with three minibers on 
the same principle (hat n three-wheel 
combination could be opened with two. 

K. I). Myles, an expert from St. Paul, 
Jlinii.. corrcdiorated OravcUe's state- 
ment to a great degree. 

■\V. TI. Ponton, tlie aocuned, was next 
called as a witness for the defence. His 
voice was lirni and his evidence given in 
a straightforward manner which left a 
good impression. He denied all knowl- 
edge of either I'are or Ilolden, and said 
that their evidence was false In every 
particular regarding liiniself. Ho denied 
ever making or having the key impres- 
sion fcuind in his room.

Vfter these comniuuicatlons had all 
been disposed of there came the reading 
<if the reimrts of those of the Hub-cn.u- 
mittees having their work sninciently ail- 
vaiiced to in-esent tlicm. These appear in 
full ill this issue. . 

Mr. Gordon Hunter m moving the 
adoption of the report oir legislation re- 
ferred to the fact that Mr. JIarchant 
Imd not altogether agreed with the other 
memliei-s iu the report. Jlr. Hunter in 
favoring a special cbartiir for the cit.v 
instead of cnntinuiiig under a general 
iniiiiiciiial iu-t said that he bad lyoked 
tlinnigb the various luuiii.dpal statutes 
passed since lb71 iu the province and 
found tlmt not a session passed without 
;i more or less aniending act being pass- 
ed through tlie house. The results were 
therefore anything but homogeneous for 
the- cxpctii^nce here as well as in Oii- 
tnrio -v'tts that every member in the 
house considtjrcd himself a born legisla- 
tor on municipal matotrs. In fact it 
•would rean're almost a supreme genius 
to draw up an act dealing adequately 
with the nmuicipalitics tlirougliout the 
province, the differences between urban 
and rural mnniciiialities being so great. 
The present net was cnmberous and de- 
fective and the best way out of the 
trouble was a siiecial charter, because 
a special art would, like any private bill, 
be less likidy to be nieddled with by men 
who bail no interest in the particular lo- 
cality an"iM;tcd. 

Jlr. >Larchaiit objected to a special 
chiU-tcr, because he did not see why one 
city should be given special powers which 
n not her <-ily miglit not have. There 
should he one general lianiionions net 
for the whole province. He ohjce-led. 
too, tlmt a special charter would cost 
more not only in the lirst jilace, hut 
also to a.moiid. He was of opinion that 
the govei-iunciit being rcsiionsibic for the 
g-eiieral act. tbe interests of everynne 
would he more carefully giuirdcil than in 
II. s|iecial act. 

Jlr. ^^ B. (ircgury wanted tlie rejiort 
laid on tin? table for consideration, and 
was inclined to think that a s|iecial char- 
tvr wniild be a much greater expense. 
He would like to have some information 
as to the e.xpericnces of other cities 
Iilaced before him before deciding, hut 
believed that a general act had been 
fairly satisfactory in Ontario. 

.\lii. Bragg was ahso for laying over 
the report for further coiisiduratlou; .as 
th(M-e was n great deal of food for re- 
flection Ln it. He believed a ,'^cnernl atit 
with more general powers glvph io. the 
cities would be better thiui, a rspeoinl 
charter^ '' 

Mr. IE. A. Munn said that the great 
trouble bait hitherto been too much 
grandnmtherly legislation diet.-iting how 
the city was to expend or raise its rev- 
enue, even down to saying how much a 
Chinese- hiimidry or a scavenger should 
he la.veiL The tendency of the present 
time ill. cities was in the direction of 
siiecial chsrters. ami he believed in ai 
sjieeial charter, witli complete powers 
Qs to how the city should raise or ex- 
pend ibs^ {ncomc. 

Mr. A, G. McOandless had intendeil 
to espresa . himself ns Mr, Munn Ihid 
(lone. The aldermen were quite as oiip- 
able to dieal with the question of siiending 
the ci;y revenue, and more so in fact 
tlmn trjt> legislature. Under the prosunt 
act the cit.v could not be governed tin it 
Hliottht be, and he hoped that wllctUer 
there- was a general or a special acf Uhe 
cities should be given full coiilriiill of 
their own. revenue. Ho ohjectedt too, 
to the police coimuissioners apiioiiiled 
by the government having the. power to 
say Mdint the policemen hIkuiIiI' he- pniil, 

.^Ir. \V. II. Laiiudey reiimrk((d that 
Iiefore deciding on this siibjeet the ex- 
perience of ntlier cities should bif shown. 

Mr. lliniter was quite willitigr to get 
in forma lion as to other cilieti (o lay 
before the committee, and in referring 
to Mr. Jlarcbant's reniiiirks wislicil ex- 
plicitly to repudiate debiting to get for 
the city privileges dec.li*edj'to. other cities. 
He was quite willlnjc 'to aee' the report 
hi id over. 

'I'hi.s was agreed to and the rei>ort wiis 
laid on the table. 

The report of "streets and bridges" 
was laid on the table, nnd the sami! 
coitrso -^vas followed in the case of the 
report on "consolidation of debt and re- 
dnclion of city limits. " In connection 
with this last report, Mr. Shakespeare 
referred to the expression ,iq it nhoiit the 
cxte^l^sion , , o,C , the limits ^not . bcitiE. a 
'source of expcfiae to (lie onfi;inAl.|ppj;t)On 
of the city, and remarked that the rcnaon 



was that the city did"iibt%pcnd'any inoii- 
ey on theiit. '8h9 ! NorthlfVVtU'd -was the 
most negl'6cted.pairt of the'city; and a 
disgrace to!ytte*nt3drineu representing it. 

The ptoial'' report ot the committee 
on railway communication and Indian 
reserve was received amr tiled, and Mr. 
Jame Dunsniuir's name was added to 
the. general committet? and to the sub- 
committee on rnilways. 

This closed the business of the evening 
nnd the eommittce adjourned.

Negotiations as to the Port Angeles 
Project, and Proixjsed Entry of 
the Great Northern.

KEEP TRADE AT HOME, 

'I'he many people in Victoria and Brit- 
i.sli CoiuniI)ia generally wlio make a 
practice of sendinir to Ibe ICast or lOiij: 
lanil for their cIotliin>r ami Imnse far- 
nisliings are indulginfr in a practice de- 
trimcutul to the prosperity of tlic coiu- 
mnnity. There inay be an excuse for 
■settlers In sparsely scuttled interior dis- 
tricts seiidinjr for goods by post and ex- 
press from Eastern departmental 
stores, but this would not apply in Vic- 
loriii and other const cities, wliere ex- 
tensive stocks of all kinds of goods are 
l;ept or manufactured. Of course prices 
for many articles of wear, furnishings 
<a- adornment are higher here than in 
the lilast; but it Is also'a fact that the 
price of skilled and unskilled labor is 
:ilso higher, and there is always the cost 
of transportation to be considered on im- 
ported goods. In the nia];ing of custom- 
jnade clothes there should be dotible the 
number of <men and 'women employed in 
this line than at present. "What with 
Ohinese tailors In the field, and larg(> or- 
ders sent lOaslcrn lirnis, thu connnunity 
is dei)rlved of the value of that much 
labor. Dry goods houses ■ suffer much 
from the competition of tl>o large de- 
partmental stores of the Kast. There 
may sometimes be a saving made In get- 
ting goods from this soiii'ce of supply, 
but generally it will be found that the 
saving in price is a saeriliee in quality. 
Many of the professional men, and some 
' business firms and ' banks secure their 
stationery, blank books, printing and 
1 il bographing in the lOast, when all these 
tan be had in Victoria at fair prices. 
Those who sinoke a domestic cigar, get 
ni.s good, and, in most cases, a bettor artl- 
H'li' in the cigar of home mnnufa(tun\ 
If the people wlio send their money out 
of Victoria in these several ways would 
but consider that they receive a certain 
indirect benefit in retaining it in the gen- 
eral fund for circulation, and aid in the 
increase of population ami prosperity of 
tlie community, they would abandon the 
oustom and encbunige home institutions. 



THE TRADE OF ATLIN. 

Mr. Walter Hayes, who spoilt last 
summer in the Atlin country and has re- 
cently come out for the winter, c^alled 
upon the Colonist yesterday for the pur- 
iiose or iioiniing out that large quantities 
-of goods rr(Hn the United States are be- 
ing taken int(] tliat portion of RritlHli 
■Columbia without a cent of duty being 
l);il(l on them. He said that he knew 
what be was falking a1)oul. beeause he 
bad seen the thing done. "You neither 
see the gold' nor sell the goods," he said. 

We direct attention to this matter, and 
call for such action by the cnslonis .ati- 
lluiritics as will jirevent the entry of 
goods that have not properly passed the 
customs. There is no excuse for any 
leniency in this regard. I^ast .voar, when 
thi>re was a rush to the Yukon, and ev- 
ery num had to tal;(' an out lit. willi him, 
there was some excuse for porinitting a 
lierson to carry In a little food and cloth- 
ing without paying duties on it. But no 
such excuse can be advanced In regard to 
Atlin. Next y<'ar every one can 
buy what goods he needs in the Atlin 
eounlry, and there ought to bc no more 
thought of permitting a miner to take in 
:nn.Y part of bis outfit than there is now 
■of permitting a resident of ^■i(■toria to 
buy his supplies for his household over 
in Seattle and bring Iheni in duty free. 

Is any one so foolish as to suggoHt tliat 
the United States would permit such a 
thing to bo done in that country? If 
Iilacer mines should be discovered in Al- 
aska neai' the coast, will any one pretoiul 
that a man from Victoria ^yould be al- 
lowed to go and wprlc-therft; taking with 
liim ■gob'ifs b'otfght^iiiiere And' ^ot pay any 
4,lnt;.y on them? Do we not all know that 
in: the lirst place the Canadian would 
not bo allowed to take up a claim? And 
<lo we not also' know that if a Canadian 



undertook to carry goods from Canadii 
into any part of the United States or 
Alaska, he would be taxed all the. duty 
that the law allows? Why should Can- 
ada be so easj'-going in this matter? If 
wo are neither to have the gold that is 
taken out of the soil, nor to sell the 
goods used by those who take It out, nor 
to collect duties upon ftn-eign • goods 
brnughl in to be used In mining, what 
earthly good is there in keeping the coun- 
try at all? :.The federal government 
onght to give tliis matter iniinediate 
attention. HepresentatioDs oa the sul)- 
ji'ct slionld be forwarded to Ottawa with- 
out delay* 

REDISTRIBUTION. ' 

The Niihalmo Bcview takes the posi- 
tion tliat tlie'foderal parliament has imw- 
er at any time to change the eonstitu- 
cncies, but not to add new members. 
Tills power, if it exists, must be by the 
15. N. A. act. Is the Review able to 
cite a section from that act wlilph cou- 
rt rs this power, or can the Vancouver 
World, which iiuoti's the Review with 
aiiproval, do so? 

The Review says "the Colonist con- 
tends that an ordor-in-council can anil 
did give VIctoila two representatives." 
Tills Is not a "contention" of the t •olonlst. 
but Is a simple statement of fact. The 
oriler-ln-couneil was made on Ma.v 1(>, 
1S71, at Windsor, and boars the signa- 
ture of Her Majesty A'ictoriii, by the 
Grace of God. or tlie ruited Kingdom of 
Oreat IJrItaIn and Ireland, Defender o\' 
the Faith, itc, S-a: This is the basis of 
the right of the city of Victoria to two 
representatives In the House of Coni- 
nions of Canada, and the B.X..\. act 
expressly declares that such an order-iu- 
coniicil shall have the same force and 
effect as an act passed by the I'arlia- 
nieiit of the United Kingdom. So our 
respected contompornrios will see that the 
Colonist's claim is not based uiion a 
"eonleiilion." but upon a fact capable of 
demonstration to any one who takes tlie 
1 l imbic to look the matter up. 

'l''lio Review suggests that if an ordor- 
l;i-(MUiicil could give Victoria two repre- 
sentatives another order could take oiu 
of tlieni awa.v. There are two ol)jeetloiis 
to this proposition. One of. tiiem is that 
tlio R.N. A. net, while huthorlzing Ilor- 
Ma jesty-ln-Councll to niak(> an order In 
relation to this subjecl, does not iiu- 
thorize the making of a sei'ond order. 
The Queen-Iii-Conncll is functus olllcil 
ns far as any authority to regulate the 
representutiim of British Coliiinbia by or- 
der Is concerned. The other reason is 
that if till- Queen-ln-Councll jiossessed 
such iiutliority, it would probably not 
be exercised ui>ou such a flimsy ground 
as the refusal of the voters of Victoria 
to eloet Sir. Tomplemnn to the House of 
Commons In I.S.SG. 

The Kevieu- seems eager to join forces 
with those who are determined lo de- 
stroy the influence of Vancouver Island 
lioth in the House of Commons and the 
Io<'al legislalure. The enemies of the 
Island are in the saddle, and il ill be- 
comes the people of the Island to aid 
and abet them in tlieir schemes for its 
ile.spollmout. 



FREEDOM OF DISCUSSION. 

Tlie Province appears to be one of 
those unfortunate papers, which think 
the press has no right to discuss tlie ac- 
tion of courts and judges. In the hope 
of enligliteniug 'it a little, the Colonist 
will cile soni(> opliilfuis upon tho point. 
Only a few out of many will be given, 
and those only such ns come first to 
hand. 

.Tudge Palmer, of the Supreme Court 
of Now Bnmswick, in tho case of ,Tolin 
V. Ellis, said: "From what I have said 
it must not be supposed that I think that 
I bo decisions of this court or the actions 
of the judges or other persons compos- 
ing this couqt are not to bc discussed; 
oil tlie contrary, I would allow the freest 
criticism of all such acts if done in a 
fair spirit." 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, speaking in the 
House of Commons, said: "I say that 
if it bo allowed that tho opinion of n 
judge can be reviewed and eriticlzed, 
there are ten limes more reasons why 
his aetion.s should be reviewed and 
criticized." 

Tlio Hon. David Mills, now Attomoy- 
( ienei-al of Canada and Minister of .Tus- 
tici', siieaking In the House of Commons, 
said: "There is no one who is a better 
ally of tlic bench than the well Snformed 
and conscientious journalist. If ho is 
to do sulisfaiitial service, if he Is to 
viiiilleate the authority of the courts of 
justice. If be Is to beciune a substantial 
eontrlliutor to law and order, he must 
bo free to dissent from and to criticize 
the views which the courts of justice ex- 
press: ho must be at liberty to discharge 
his duty freely and not be called u|)oli to 
discharge it under fetlers." 

Jlr. .lustice (iross, In the King against 
White said:. "It was certainly lawful 
with decency and candour to discuss tlio 
])ri)prlety of the verdict of the jury or 
the (iei'isiiMi of the judge." 

Mr. >rustlce Fournior, of the Supreme 
Court of Cf^nada, speaking of the judg- 
ment of tlie Supreme Court in Ellis's 
ease, where the respondent was charged 
with contempt of court, for asserting In 
his newspaper that a judge had been a 
party to a trick and that his interference 
lind boon sohght bocniise justice was not 
wMiited, said: "I am forced to regret to 
say upon this subject that I consider the 
o|)inion of .Tudge Tuck and that of the 
Supreme Court of New BrunsvWck as 
eiitially erroneous, contrary to law and 
tho decision of tlie highest tribunal." 

The Ellis case called forth considerable 
coiiuiKMit from tho press at the time. 
We quote some of tho opinions express- 
ed. The Quebec Chronicle said: "He 
goes to p^'ison for his opinions, and 
though ho" will suffer personally for a 
time, ho will have the satisfacl-ion of 
seeing his name recorded as the last man 
in Canada wlio will be obliged to submit 
to Buch ' incarceration for an oScnco 



which is not criminal. This is not the 
first tlino that independent anil thinking 
men have gone to prison for their 
opinions. But it should bo the last 
time." .^^^V-^^i\'f^i{f!t^X'SM'^'<^^ ■ ■ 

The Moiitroftl Witness said: "But 
fearlessness of criticlsin of ii judge's ac- 
tions niid decisions, and as full freedom 
of erltieiam of a judge personally as of 
any other public man, are equally ne- 
cessary ti> the public welfare. The law' 
of coiitemiit must only defend, ns the 
I'rivy t^oniicll siiys, the coiirsi> of jus- 
tice, not the feelings of judges." 

The Toronto Mall said: "The resjieet 
and honor which the courts of tho land 
challenge and receive arc...bnsed upon the 
wLsdom and impartiality of the Bench, 
and not upon the readiness of the judges 
to oi)en the jail dooi's to their crilics." 

A\'e cominend the opinions above (luot- 
ed to the Province and all-other new s- 
paper tnen in Britlsli' Columbiu'.' We re- 
gret to have observed a grovelling (.'on- 
eeption of the right of free speeeh 
among tho newspaper men of this prov- 
ince. The reason'-of^ it is because they 
are ignorant of their rights as free men, 
or have bad their opinions inoulilc'd by 
experience of the tyranny exercised by 
judges in some of the courts of the 
llnitod States. They ought to romonibor 
that they aro living in a British country. 

Freedom of speech has, however. Its 
limits, and tlu> Province stejis over them 
Nvhen it directs attention to the fact tliat 
tlie Colonist is edited by n lawyer. The 
statement is made for tho purjiose of 
showing that tlie editor of the C^ilonlst 
Is a special mark for the- displeasure of 
the bench. It is an attempt to ])rejuillee 
a case by proHenliiig to the attention 
of tho court a fact not disclosed in the 
allldavits. By all the rules of the law 
il is a clear case of contempt. 

The News-Advertiser says tliat the gov- 
ornmont is acting in a very different 
manner with the Atlin district to what 
the late government did with Teslln 
lake. Thoro is no parallel betwiHui the 
cases of tho two districts, and so the 
attempt to draw any inference against 
Mr, Turner and his colleagues Is iiori.son- 
sleal. But since attention has been drawn 
to what the government is doing in At- 
lin, it may be well to inentlon that, 
owing to its failure lo do auytiilng at all 
as yet, confusion worse confounded 
reigns in the district. In the vast ma- 
jority of cases, claims have been staked 
and reslnked, In some cases the oiiorii- 
tlon having been gone through with 
three or four times by as many different 
lieoiile. Tho eonsoquonco is that tho de- 
velopment of the district lu the siiring 
will be retar^led by the fact that linn- 
dreds and perhaps thousands of cases 
will have to be disposed of by the gold 
conimlssinner. If the government had 
been alive to Its duty all this might have 
been prevented by sending in olllcials 
last Se|>tember. 



No city in tho world is growing more 
rapidly proportionately in ])0])uIatlon 
lhan Huenos Ayres, the capital of the 
Argentine liepublic. It lins now SOI),- 
000 inhabitants, and a recent writer says 
that its present rate of grbwtli will bring 
it above 1.01)0,000 by the end of the cen- 
tury. It is far and away the largest 
lily lying south of the Eiiuator. It is 
nmloubtedly the largest, proportionately 
to the population of the country, in the 
world. The probabilities are that It will 
advance more rapidly lu the future than 
in tho past, for tlic futiirc- of Argentine 
is assured". It will Be' one' of the most 
prosperous regions on erertli. 



Inspector IMoodie, who took the iiarty 
of Mounted Police from Edmonton to the 
Polly river, estimates that hereafter tlic 
trip c!in bc made in three months. This 
leads the Edmonton B'lriletln to think 
that It will be a great route by which lo 
take horses uito the norlftern gold fields. 
We can hardly understimd why any one 
should think it worth while to take three 
months to get horses from Edmonton to 
the Polly, when they oaa get thoin to the 
Yukon water within a week or fen 
days by the Const route and at less ex- 
pense. 

When the Winnipeg Free IVess heard 
that mining oflicials in British Coluniiiia 
were orderc^l not to spocnlate In mining 
claims, it said: "This is a copy of the 
liistrnctloiis given by Mr. Sifloii lo the 
Yukon (i<dd Commissioner in April, 
l.SDT." The Winnipeg Telegram thinks 
this very funny In view of the fact that 
only a few weeks ago the Toronto World 
stated it was a ' false and unpatriotic 
notion that offl'crnls should be restrained 
from ncfiuiring claims lu Klondike, and 
also that Commissioner Walsh had ]uib- 
llcly defended oflicials for aciiuiring 
claims. It is very fmmy indeed.

.TA.MES BAY BHIDCI':. 

Sir:— ^VIth reference to your editorial 
on this matter, I would beg to invite 
your atlcatiou to tlic following points. 
The roadway across the bay is carried 
upon seven arches about 80 foot siain 
and those spans are again sub-divided 
into three spaces by groups of piles and 
cross i)ieees. Tho bridge is strong 
enough as It stands to carry all the usual 
vehicular trallio for some lime to come. 
It is, however, only 'X\ feet v.-ide between 
the parajiets; it is not wide enough, 
neitlicr Is it const ructlonnlly strong 
enough to meet the denianils of a rapid 
car .service in addition to a rajildly in- 
creasing vehicular tralllc. I would there- 
fore suggest that It would be well to 
meet the tramway company's suggestion 
and permit lh<-iii to build a rough tem- 
porary trestle bridge on the east side of 
the present bridge for their exclusive 
use, taking up their rails from the pres- 
ent bridge, on condition that as soon as 
the permanent way is made across 
.Tames Bay the full width of Covernnient 
street they relay tlieir rails along 
the lino of street and relinquish all right 
to the land temporarily occupied by 
them.. 

This would meet <lielr requirement. In- 
crease the public convenience in their use 
of tho bridge, save people expenditure on 
its nialntonanco and in no way interfeie 
with the proposed harbor improvements.

Cofconer'd Jnry^ak Shawnigran Find 
^ jThat He Suicided While. Tem- 



Body Found a Couple of Feet Under 
Water aud Attiadied to 
Anchor Bope. 



A corouei-'s jury at Shawnig'in lake, 
yesterday found that John I'artridge, 
who ■\vas drowned on M'cdmK-id.iy last, 
had committed suicide while temporarily 
insane. This verdict was arrived at 
after lieiiring the evidence of Mr. PUipps 
and a man from the logging, camp, who 
found the body. In their evidftiiej 'thoy 
stated that the l-.)ng nuclior r.^po, on 
4ine end of which v.'Us a henvj- stone, 
the other end being attached to tlic boat, 
was wound around tlie 'wtiist of the de- 
ceased, and that this held the hoily just 
under the water. 

It was hard for the jieople at Sliawiii- 
gan, ^\^ho had seen Air. Partridge a few 
hours before his death, to hclltire that 
he had dellborntoly taken his .'ifo. lie 
arrived there on tlio morning train, ovi- 
d(Mitly in the I.est of spirits, talked and 
joked with .Mr. Koenig, and then or- 
dered ,'L boat, stating that he 'was gcing 
across the lake to V'sit Mr. Phlpps and 
another friend, who wera staying in Mr. 
Fiulayson's cottage. The water Avas not 
very rough, as previously stated, and 
Mr. Partridge vcachcd the .cottago in 
safety and had dinner there; After din- 
ner the deceased took a lishing rod, and 
Mr. Fhipps and'the otlierman shot guns. 
Mr. Partridge rowed Mr. Philips to the 
entrance -of the -west: arm, and after 
landing him pulled out n little way from 
the shore and commenced ilshing. Mr 
Pliipps walked up to the. head of the 
arm, his friend taking the second boat 
up. The two spent sonic time up the 
arm, and on returning noticed Mr. 
I'artridge's boat without anybody in it. 
On investigution thej- found the body 
n couple of feet under water aud held 
there by the anchor rope. They notitied 
the authorities, and the body was taken 
charge of by tlieiii, an inquest held in 
the nfternoon, and the remains brought 
to the eit.v last cvening^, 

Mr. Frank l*nrlridg(>, a brother of tin 
deceased, returned on the same train. Ht 
thinks it <iuito piissiblo that tlii' de.'itli 
was accidental. Very often wliou tisli 
ing, ho said, his brother would wind 
the anchor rope around his leg so that 
ho could regulate the dejitli of the anchor 
and shift the boat without any troubl 
He nttiichcs no signilieaiice to the fact 
that a revolver was found ia his pocket, 
it having been his habft to carry a re- 
volver when out lishing for tlio odd 
chance of getting a shot ut ducks. 

Shawnlgan lake -was a favorite resort 
for Mr. Partridge, he very often spend 
ing a day or two there. On Wednes- 
day, however, he went up without tell- 
ing his wife or friends, the first that 
they knew of his absence from the city 
being when a despatch was received tell- 
ing of his death. He had been worrying 
a great deal of late over the death of his 
mother and the illness of his father. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow 
at 2:15 from his Inte residence, £0 Herald 
street, and nt 2:30 at the First Presby- 
torian church.

Since that time, however, the aspect of 
affairs has entirely changed. A'.lieriil 
made her choice very largely on I'ersonii' 
grounds. It was not forosoen or con- 
templated that the district sbonld for 
the sake of a change return a member 
placed in the awkward i>osltlou of being 
by force of circiinistaucea cal'.cd upon 
to support a eombinallou of ministers 
chosen witliimt respect to tlie wishes of 
the legislature, mid altogether lacking in 
sympathy with if not indeed actively 
hostile to the interests of this con- 
stituency. Now, therefore, that Mr. 
Neill's mistake !ias called for a new 
election, net a few of those who voted 
for him appear to I'eel that llii'y will not 
stultir.v llieniselves in any wa,v, or cast 
any rellectioii upon .Mr. Ni-ill, by giving 
an inde|)cndent vote in favor of any 
candidate who will stand f<u' the rights 
of the li'gislaliire as against tin.' arbitrary 
iidiii.g of any irresponsible indiviiliial, 
and have some |)rospect of securing jus- 
tice for Alberni district and the |K)rtion 
of the province with which its Interests 
are bound uj). 

'Wie, uuuiiuutlous will take- place on 
Thursday next, the 8th Inst.,: and the 
election on the l.^th. 

A PUBLIC MEETING. 

A large political meeting was held in 
lIufT's hall this oviMiing. Mi: Eo.v open- 
eil the meeting and proposed that Dr. 
Watson take the chair, which 'was car- 
ried unanimously. In an eloquent ad- 
dress tlie chairnum spoke of the work to 
be pursued in tbo coming caini>aign. He 
enlogiKcd the conduct of Mr, Ncill since 
his olcetioii as a member, though as yet 
ho had n(|(, an opportunity of taking his 
seat iu the house. 

Mr. M. A, Ward was nominated and 
seconded, also Geo. A. Huff, but Mr. 
Huff in an earnest and able speech de- 
clined the nomination, Mr. Ward being 
called to the front for a speech stated 
that if elected he would do all be coiild 
for the district. 

.Mr. Ward was then balloted for and 
declared the choice of the meeting as the 
candidate. 

.Mr. McPhlllips, of Victoria, was called 
upon to speak. Ills address was of a 
brilliant nature and was attentively lis- 
tened to by the audience. Mr. McPhll- 
lips dwelt njion the point of the lowering 
of the wages of road men as a sample 
of the pettiness of the goveriiinent. lie- 
also dealt with the question of passing 
over local tuleiit and appointing outsiders 
to positions in the gift of the govern- 
nieat. He dealt with the broken jiledges 
of the govoruinent now in otllce, and the 
fact that the Irland stands practically 
ignored in cabinet representation, lie 
further and at length showed how uii- 
cmistitutioiial tin? action of the Lieut. - 
Governor was, and that Mr. .Sonilin must 
justify the acts of the Lieut.-Governor 
or take the consequences of their con 
(Icmnatlou. Finally he pointed out that 
to return Mr, Nelll would be to endorse 
all these unconstitutional and uuwar^ 
rimted acts. ' • 

The government supporters . were pro- 
sent in force, but excellent attention was 
given. The meeting was overwhelmingly 
in favor of Mr. Ward, the opposition 
candidate, cheers for whom were given 
at the close of the meeting. 



STEAMSHIP LINES TO STKEItlA. 

Agitation in Itiissiii for One to Be Con- 
trolled in That Country. 

A contributor to a Russian magazine 
has publislied an article setting forth 
Ibe necessity of organizing a Kussiau 
.steamship lino on tlio Pacific ocean, in 
order to establish coinniunication be- 
tween Siberia and the United States, to 
connect witli the Siberian railroad. The 
writer says: 

"Foreigners have already established 
three new steamship lines, having Vlad- 
ivostock as a terminal point, Oiie of 
these— the American-Japanese— has for 
its western terminus San Diego, tin; 
most southern iK»rt of California, nnd 
will work in connection with the Atehi- 
sw, Topokn .nud Santa Fe railroad, 
'riie sloaniers will also call at Honolulu. 
The second, the English-Canadian, will 
work in connection with the Canadian 
Pacific Hallway Company, aud sail from 
Vnucoiiver and Victoria; two of its 
larg(^ steamers, about ,"),f)()(J tons each, 
will run regularly from these cities to 
Hakodate and Vlildivostock. This lino 
is (-outrolIiHl by the Canadian railroad 
Jiiid the Empress line. The reason for 
its establishment is said to bo the rapid 
dcvoloiunent of the Itussian I'aciliiM'oast 
and the Siberian railroad, nnd the de- 
niiiiid for Anu'rieaii products, among 
others, wheat. Hour, timber, nnd mater- 
ials for railroads and factories. The 
third line belongs to the North Oennaii 
Lloyd of the Bremau Steamship Com- 
pany. It has not yet selo.'fcd its term- 
inus; its directors are hesitating belween 
San Fruiicisco and I>)s ,\ngeles. 

"The longer Kiissia remains inactive in 
this direction, the sniallei- are h(>r pros- 
Ihis direction, tlie smaller are lier pros- 
pects of nccnpying the place which is due 
her ia the trniiscmitinental aud ocean 
tranic.

AT LIN A CATTLE COUNTRY. 

Better Grazing to Be Hud There Than 
Even in Montana— Hydraulicing 
Will Pay. 

Two experienced miners, both in placer 
and o'lartz— Mr. T. .1. Ilhineliart and 
Mr. W. M. Eddys, of Cripi)le Creek, 
Qolo.— returned from a summer's pros- 
pecting tour of the Atlin district on a 
recent steamer from Lynn Canal, and 
thev bring out an interesting budget of 
news. They are both of the opinion that 
Atlin's fame will sbino brightPHt when 
hydraulic working is commeneod there. 
It will also prove interesting to know 
that the co.st of living in the Atlin dis- 
trict is just about one half .what it is 
in the Klondike diggings. 

The climate is said by them to more 
clearly resemble the climate of Montana 
and Colorado than anywhere else they 
have been. Good grazing is found along 
the train in summer for stock, and they 
stated that in their opinion the country 
was destined to be a grent cattle region 
in the nnr future. Magnificent strdi hes 
of gra'zinfr can bo be found in the suni- 
mer, stretching back from the Yukon 
river nnd Lake Atlin. In summer the 
crass grows higher than a man's head 
and in winter the weatlier is milder than 
that met with in Montana. 

They stated that thev prnsperteil over 
an area of thirty-five by ten miles and 
found gold evervwhere. b\it in small 
quantities. They are of the opinion that 
when bvdraulic mining is begun the yield 
of gold "from these grounds will astonish 
llie world. , , .i 

Thev both denounce the methods of the 
Canadian Mounted Police at Atlin, and 
sav that much dissiitisfactiou exists 
amnng the miners there. This wdl bo a 
surprise to nearly ever.vbody, as reUim- 
ing miners from this vicinity have very 
seldom spoken a word against the offlc- 
ialH at Atlin. Mr. TUiinehart stales that 
knows of one case when a Mounted 
Policeman located twent.v-six elnims on 
Pine creek and afterwards sold them to 
nowcomers at prices ranging from .$1,500 
to .?r).0()0 apiece. Both of the men are 
now out for the purpose of securing hy- 
draulic machinery for working their 
•claims.— Seatjle Times.

DOG-BITING ORTHERISES. 

English ■S9ldiors Treated at the Pasteur 
: '. ■ Institute for Hydrophobiii,' . ' 

liOndon J^ull. ' • 
Two more partie.'* of, soldiers bitten 
by mad dogs in the East have rccciitly 
arrived at the Pasteur Institute of Paris 
and a third is on its way. An assistant 
engineer from the Punjab irrlgation.;de- 
partment is also coming to Paris 'Sfor 
treatment at the institute. . 

The largest iiarty-.vConsists o£ a ser- 
geant and nine ^iiiien. : bej^ongirig to the 
Ii\)urth Dragoon Guards" stationed ' at 
Kawul Piudi, in the Punjab. They were 
bitten Jn . the middici ;df June, and 'are 
now uonrly'-nll cured. The second lot 
at the institute ar^;four privates of the 
South Stafft>rdshire- .regiment, stationed 
at Thayetinyo, in Burma. A sergeant 
and those four men were bitten at tiie 
end of September by the same dog. The 
sergeant died of hydrophobia and the 
men were then desiiatched to Paris. 

Nine soldiers belonging to various re- 
giments posted in ilifl'erent parts of 
India w-ho have recently been bitten by 
dogs sulTering from rallies are now on 
their way to Paris. 

Since the beginning of the year no 
less than ,51 persons bitten by mad dogs 
in India have been treiiteil at the I'as- 
teur Institute. Of these III were soldiers, 
the renuiining 11 including ladies. 

Itabies is ver.v common in India. Dogs 
out there belong to no one; they are one 
of Mother Nature's inaiiy scavengers 
for Eastern villages and towns. .Mr. 
Long could not muzzle them, however 
much 111? tried. To stop hydrophobia ho 
wonid, besides, have to muzzle the jack- 
als, who often go mad nnd bite persons 
and dogs, thus spreading the disease. 

Pour years ago an attempt wos made 
to start a Pasteur Institute in India. 
Some £5,000 has been raised, but the 
scheme hangs fire, partly for want of 
fiiiiils and partly because the princes 
of India propose building a bacteriologi- 
ciil institute in honor of the diamond 
jubilee, w-liiidi shall include the treat- 
ment of hyilrii|)liobia. 

Of course the aiiti-vivisectionists are 
doing all they can prevent a I'asteur 
Tiistitiite in India. Thev arc working 
the mild Uiniloo for all he is worth. A 
ruepiiirial was recently ailo|ited at Bom- 
biiy, in w-liich this sentence appears: 
"The pi'ii]ile of India had from ancient 
times cultivated the ide;is of mercy and 
humanity towards the dumb creation, 
which were less known and less revered 
in other quarters of the globe, and it 
w ould be il shock to their deojily cherish- 
ed feelings to transplant the horrors of 
vivisection or a Pasteur Institute to tliiti 
iuicient land." 

Ideas of mercy and humanity towards 
the dumb creation sound beautiful oh 
[laiii-r, but if they were illustrated by 
photos of bullocks beneath the yoke, 
ponies plying for hire, goats being flayed 
alive, anil pariah dogs fuller of , sores 
than Lazarus, they would quickly splut- 
ter out.

Gallant men and liaring deeds puss 
swiftly into oblivion in these stirring 
days, "but the world has not yet forgot- 
ten the famous siege of the Cliitral fort 
in the sweeping rush of events. In his 
book, George llobertsun, who, with a 
handful of brave young olllcers and a 
iiniiibcr of native trooiis, was beleaguer- 
i-d in that far distant outpost for nearly 
two months, now gives the hbtm v of 
those momentous da.vs. 

In the little Chitral fppt on the banks 
of the river, 5o0 pcrsous were closely 
besieged fur seven .■,iSvoeks, .almost 
hemmed in by the enemy. Ammunition 
they did not lack, but the food supplies 
wore very short or extremely unaitpeti/.- 
ing. The only hixuriois were a few tins 
of tobacco, four bottles of brandy, and 
a till or two of Swiss milk. There was 
eiiougli corn to give a uuui a pound 
day, but the grinding was ditlicult, as 
the mill-stones were soft and the dust 
mixed with the flour; there was a litll 
rice for the olllcers; a few sheep for 
the sick, anil a few- odds and ends; and 
horse-meat cliielly. Fortunately tln-y 
had an amiile slock of peas, and the 
soup thereof was a coiislaiil dish. The 
lirst horse -vvas soon killed, but oiilj- 
after much discussiuii. Wlii I cliureh 
regulated the killings. No man. kiii'W- 
w hose ponies he w-as taking: 

'■ I'erliaps, says llohertsoii, our table 
is worthy of reeoril. It w-as reinark- 
iible for " its limitations, and for the 
gusto witli which the favorite toiiiir was 
discussed. » » * Some one would 
sav, ■ ^Vhat excellent dinners thoy give 
you at the Savoy!" Then evei-j-boily 
brightened up and at Savoy dinners or 
supiiers over again in imagination, and 
gloatingly. This theme never staled." 

in Paris they did the same, no doubt. 
Time never hung hepvily on their 
hands. The fort was always being 
strengthened; they were always looii- 
holiug, sentry-going, shooting; even a 
tea-truy was utilized for the defences. 
Military discipline wus strictly enforced. 
It was an exciting exitcrience. No one 
ever ventured into the open at walking 
pace; he always ran. War's alarms 
seldom ceased, except during a brief 
armistice, and by degrees the enemy 
crejit nearer and nearer, by throwing up 
Slight protections, until at last not more 
Uian 20 or BO yards separated tliein. 

The enemy ilare.l not ;K!tiially storiii 
the fort, and held on in the hope of en- 
ticing them to suireiiiler, offering many 
tiMiipting induceineiits to them to walk 
out, which w-ere really mere plcasiiiU 
eiipheinisms to begging them lo olTer 
their tlirotits to sharp Pathan knives. 
They had llicic good days and tlieir bad 
days, mostly bad; but, oddly enough, 
their luck liiil not take a decided turn 
until the Union ,Tack was hoistiMl. It 
had been left behind at (Jilgit, so, being 
eonseience-sf riken, they made another. 
They made one out of some cheap, red- 
dyed cloth, a blue turb.'in, some white 
cotton material, a picture on a tin of 
navy-cut tobacco servihg'for a pattern. 

"Although so closely beleaguered, 
there was little real figllt)iig," says Ilob- 
ertson. Civilians who .'geruse this his 
tory will think othenvise. " "Even he ttd 
mits one or t\jq exceptions. On the 
very first.dny. .o'f .,the outbreak, daring ii 
reconnhiBsahce;. «in' which ^-our men were 
defeated and ''driven back into the fort, 
BairU was mortally wounded nnd car- 
ried in by the gallant Whitchurch, right 
through the enemy. Ho risked his own 
life many times in doing this daring 
deed. Before Baird dieih" on the next 
day, he sent for his chief, who gives 
this pathetic account of w-hat iiasseil: 

" In low tones, but w-Tfh perfect clear- 
ness, Baird began to speak. He knew 
he wns dying, he said. ♦ * * But 
he. did not mind dying, it was a soldier's 
dentil (here the faded eyes lighted uji for 
a moment). Then he related how Whit- 
cluircli stuck to him always. * 
gppoch will? then iliincuH' for me— it is 
hard now' lo recall this sceno with uii- 
(limmed eyes— but I put my hand gently 
on the bloodless forehead nnd gave a 
solemn promise ' not to forgot Whit- 
church,' He made oiio or two further 
requests of a secret character, for he 
was as piously filial to his widowed 
mother as he was urgent about his 
brave friend." 

T'hen Robertson was called nway by 
an urgent mesKage. " I moved tow;ard 
the diMir uiui looked back," he siiys. 
" The pallid lijis slowl.v franuKl a half 
smile, the kind eyes grew- soft, while, 
with a voii^e weak but almost cheerful, 
Baird murmured, ' Good-bye, sir; 1 
hope all your iilans will come right.' 
One cannot liel|i exulting that in this 
Iiriictieal, fame-seeking age, w-heu a sol- 
dier's glor.v is as marketable a conimo- 
dity as any other, British olllcers can 
nevertheless be found ready to die for 
imrely uusellish sentiments of comrade- 
ship, or to ileviite their last moments to 
securing the just recognition of aiiothi.'r's 
merits."' Baird w-as buried by night, to 
t!ie whistling of bullets, ein his soldier's 
overcoat. When things,jwere nt their 
very worst with the besieged, the olllcers 
met in council and recorded the circuni- 
stances, in case- of-the*"worst; Whit- 
churcli now liolds the V. C. 

Another incident was: i^hc:- attempt to 
mine the gun tower, whlfjli is admirably 
told. On the mcnioriible morning of 
the 17th of April, in the seventh week 
of the siege, they distinctly hoard, work- 
ing underground, the niullled vibrating 
thud of a pick, -with nn occasional high- 
pitched ring ns iron struck stone. T'hey 
looked nt one' another in startled in- 
QUiry, and then set fo work. The enemy 
had possession of a summer house at 
the end of the garden without the fort. 
The mine was being delved from that 
point. It was dctemilned to make n 
sortie, and this is what happened: 

" At 4 o'clock the parapets nnd towers 
were stealthily manned, nnd Harley's 
party collected in the passage leiuling 
to the garden exit. Silent and crowdcil 
together, w-itb their bayonets dimly 
gleaming, for there was to be no tiring 
till the post was carried— nothing but 
white steel. All hearts stopped beating 
for nil instant. Uvcryone knew, and at 
that felt more tliaii ever the awful siR- 
nificatice of that incessant pick, pick, 
lucking at the foot of the gun tow-er, and 
approaching nearer than ever. It made 
one feel sick to retlc'ct how everything 
depended upon the summer house being 
mendy occupied by rinomcn, nnd not 
bping invincible by reason of the de- 
fences." 

The fort gales were -swung open. The 
etieray was taken by surprise and driven 



olT, with some loss of life. Then, like 
a thunder-cloud bursting over the fort, 
came the violent outbreak of musketry, 
and from all sides ligliting men were 
seen running up, in th" lirui belief that 
the besieged w-ere making a dash for 
life. Within the walls the pent-up feel- 
ings of our men found vent in violent 
emotion, furious shooting, and deafening 
uproar. On every hand were Hushed 
faces, glaring eyes and features distort- 
ed with oxciteiueut. Even the brave 
Sikhs in hospital came crawliug. out, 
seized rifles, and crept on to the para- 
pet. 

b'Lv-. ral of them had lost half their feet 
from frost-bite and were obliged to hob- 
ble sideways or even swarm up the 
notched holes which did duty for lad- 
ders. All nlike were full of battle-mad- 
ness. Meanwhile Harley wa.s hghting 
hard in the summer-house and Inid found 
the shaft of the mines. The miners 
within were bayoncttcd ns they appeared 
at the oriflce, except two. In the noise, 
the reek and the fury, sudilca death 
iilone would have restrained the blood 
of the furious Sikhs. Then, the tunnel 
being evacuated. Hurley placed his ex- 
plosives in its depths. Robertson goes 
on : 

" A minute previous I had run up to 
I he gallery in the tower to wat<:h events. 
Thence I saw- an enormous pufl" of smoke 
arise aliru|)tly, like a beaiitifuJ, \\-hitc 
balloon, and Hurley's men race baid; ill 
two parties, their leader last of all, 
bringing with him one of the prisoner 
.\n cxtraordiiiai-y rille fire blazwl among 
tlicni as they dashed across the twenty 
yards of open s|)ace, but no one was 
w-oundcil; the garden gate was banged 
to and quickly ri'-barricaded." 

In a few hours the siege wns raised 
as we all remember, by Kelly, after i 
w-oiiderful march through the <-ruel fast 
nesses the enemy had Ilcil. They saw 
them coming, and went out to nui>t 
Ihein. There w-ere no exlravagnnt grec 
ing.'t. After' till.' terrible tension i 
weeks, any hour of which might hiiv 
been their lust, the brave oflicers seem 
to have colhipsed— Ilobertson, Gordon 
Harley, Whitchurch, Campbell. 

" 1, for my part, welcomed them nl 
most mechanically. My mind was weary 
and my life seemed fatigued niso. I felt 
by anticipation, what it must be to at- 
tain a great age nnd feel a listlessness 
about all things. They declare that we 
live stnnding still.v in front 'of the min- 
ed outwork were whiti'-fnced and str;inge- 
ly quiet. Perhaps nothing short ol 
rntliaii battle-cry anil the slinr|) clatter 
of rifle lire could have really roused us 
for the long sustii iiii'il stimulus of dan 
giT and rcspiiiisiliilit.v w-as gone; and on 
ly tiredness, a tiredness of brain, and 
eyes, and body, remained.'' 

And so ended the famous siege. Tin 
losses luimbereil forty-one killed and 
sixty-two w-ouuded. Tlieii ctinie congra- 
tulations and laudatory telegrams, w-ith 
the tjucen's message, which w-as trnns- 
latcil ami read out to the Sepoys." Won 
derful," says the -writer, " is the powei 
of a great sovereign's w-ords ! .Vii lOast 
cm soldier's cheek lakes a deeper hue, 
and his mien grows prouder at such aug 
list iiraise. Not even the British Tom 
my Atkins, with his cnpacity for senti- 
ment and emotion, is more deeply 
moved."

"SS^nshiugton, Nov. 30,— The navy do 
partmcut to-day made, public a report 
from Admiral Sampson. coverlnB the 
oporatious of his blockading lleet off San 
tiago, after tlie destruction oC Corvcra's 
siiuiidroii. The report bo«ius with a 
despatcli dated oni the flagship New 
York, .Tuly 15, and winds up with one 
from the same llagship, dated Guautana- 
mo, August 4. In the first report Ad- 
miral Sampson tell of the demonstration 
made against Aguadores by the Michi- 
gan troops under Dulllcld, the point of 
which was that as soon as the ships took 
part in the tiring the Spaniards disap- 
peared lie savs the bombardment of 
Santiago on the iiud of July served no 
particular end, because Shafter's attack 
had been postponed. 

lie (luotcs despatches from himself to 
Shatter, stating it is impossible to force 
au entrance to the harbor until the mines 
liave jjeen removed, and that work could 
he accomplished only after the troops 
had talten the forts. Shaftor replied he 
could not tell when he could take the 
batteries. If they wore ns dilllcult as 
those against which he was pitted, it 
would take some time and a great loss 
of life. Said he: "I am at a loss to 
see why the navy cannot work under 
a destructive (ire as well as the army. 
My loK.s yesterday was ovi>r oOd inoii. 
By nil means keep up the lire until the 
heights are di'iuolished. I expect, liow- 
ever, with time and sullicieut men, to 
capture the forts along the bay." 

An hour later on the same day, .July 
2, Shatter again apjioaled to Sampson to 
immedialolv force the harbor entrances, 
IS to avoid further loss among his 
men, already heavy. 

Ho said: "Ynu can operate with less 
loss than I can." . , , , 

In replv on the same day Admiral 
Sampson pointed out that the channel of 
the harbor Avns well strewn witli mines, 
which would certainly result m the sink- 
ing of one or more of his ships if he at- 
tomptod to enter the harbor, and that by 
sinking them the harbour would be block- 
ed against the entrance of others, lie 
had hoped Shatter would take t|io bat- 
teries from the rear, so he might drag 
for the torpedoes, but it was SliaCters 
earnest desire that he should force the 
entrance, lie would prepare to under- 
take it. tliinkiug. however, llie position of 
both the army and the navy would be 
made more dilllculty if they failed m the 
attempt. lie iiromised to use mines at 
(Juaiitanamo to couutor-miue those at 
Santiago, which would consnine consid- 
erable time. Said Sampson: "It is not 
so much the loss of men, as the loss of 
sliips which has until now deterre<l me 
from making a direct attack upon the 
ships within the port." 

Admiral Sampson says that after the 
destruction of Cervera's fleet Shaffer re- 
newed the rOQUOst that ho should force 
au entrance to the harbor, and it was 
arranged by them that the .outside forts 
should be taken by the marines and Cu- 
bans after the fleet had shelled thorn. 
Then the harbor was to be forced by the 
fleet. Admiral Sampson says ho does 
not icnow why this plan was abandoned, 
and still believes time and many lives 
might have been saved had it been car- 
ried out. 

"Thus," says Sanip.son, "I have boon 
surprised to see published in the papers 
any Btatenieiit of a refusal on my part 
to endeavor to force my way into tlie 
harbor and cannot understand— in case 
the newspaper reiwrt has been a truth- 
ful Ktatcinent of what was sent by him 
—Gen. Sliafter's sending any report of 
tliis kind. 

"I hero, moreover, would anmiadvert 
upon the apiiareutly extraordinary open- 
ness with which every detail of hop<', ef- 
fort, or suggestion on the part of the 
arinv has been published. The unwis- 
dom" of such a procedure is too mani- 
fest for discussion." 

Continuing, .\dmiral Sampson says: 
"The navy has bwn placed in such an 
invidious and false position before tin 
couulrv through the very unwise piilili 
cation 'of Oen. Shafter's telegrams that 
I think this matter in some way should 
1)(> made clear to the public." 

On .July 11. Admiral Sampson sent 
the folIoH-ing to Secretary Long: 

"The publishcfl telegrams of General 
Shaffer in the Herald of July 6 reflect 
on the navy. I wish the department and 
the President to understand the (irst re- 
unisite to opening the harbor to Santiago 
is to oc(.'upy the forts and intrenchinents 
at its entrance, guarding the mine fields, 
and that the general has never made a 
move to do this, although before hi 
amiv landed he state<l such was the pri- 
mary object of his operations. If the 
general chooses to ignor(> the sea ap- 
proaches, and to attack Santiago to the 
east and north, that is his iiffair, but it 
should he clearly uiidersrood that tlii: 
attack does not improve the situation at 
the harbor entrance, from which his left 
Hank is distant not less than four miles. 
I have been ready at any time during 
the last three wcn-ks to Hilcnce the works, 
to clear the entrance of mines and to 
enter the harbor whi>never the army will 
do the part which the proper conduct of 
the war assigns to it. To throw my sliijis 
to certain destruction upon the mine field 
would he sui<'idal folly, and T have not 
(lie force to form a landing party strong 
enough to insure the capture of the forts. 
No disagreements mentioned by the pap- 
er have been brought to my notice by 
Oen. Shaftor." 

Admiral Sampson gives a number of 
dospatelicH saying lie was asked to par- 
ticipate in the terms of surrender, and 
tried to find out when ho would send a 
reproKontativo; but owing to one or two 
delays no time was fixed. Sampson com 
monts ns follows: 

"The following shows clearly llio most 
absolute joint action, and I took it for 
granted that we should be joint signa- 
tories of any capitulations, as is cus 
tomnry in all services in such circum- 
stances, Cnpt. Chndwick arrived at the 
front nt the eariest hour possible for liim 
to do so, and informed Oen. Shaftor of 
niy expectancy in the matter, bm; Oen, 
Shaftor peremptorily refused. The con- 
v(>iitioa iitts never been signed, and ho 
statoil ns one reason that nothing liad 
boon said of the army in my roiiorl, of 
the (leet's action of ,Tuly There would 
have been as inucli reason for mentioning 
,tlio navy in the report of the land ac(;ion 
of ,Tuly 1 when an assaiiU. was made hy 
■our ainiv on (he Spanish lines. 

"No mention was made of the shipniiig 
in llie capitulations ami Oapl'. Cliad- 
wick iiifnrinod Gen. Shaffer that all 
Spanish ships would be regarded by us 
ns property to lie turned over to the 
navv. lie said he would refer such 
matters to the secretary of war, but that, 
(if course, had no hearing upon what 
I considered my duty iu the matter, pnr- 
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tieularly in view of our late oxporicnco 
of Spanish perfidy in regard to injury to 
ships, which, in my opinion, made it 
necessary to look after their safety at 
once. 1 thus, after the hauliug down of 
the Spanish Hag, sent prize crews on 
board the gunboat Alvarado nnd to five 
merchant steamers in the harbor. -Vn 
otlicial of the army was found on board 
the Alvarado, who stated he had been 
sent to take charge of her, whereupon I 
addressed the following letter to tieii. 
Shaftor: 

"U. S. Flagship New York. 

".Inly 17. 1S9S. 

"Sir:— Upon sending in an oillcer to 
take charge of the captured Spanish 
gunboat, the Alvarado, it was found that 
one of vour oIlieerH was on board, evi- 
dently with the expectation of taking her 
in charge. It should hardly be necessary 
to remind you that iu all joint operations 
of the character of those which have re- 
sulted' in the fall of Santiago, all floating 
material is turned over to the navy, as 
all forts, etc., go to the anuy. I have 
l)eeii lying within MO yards of the Morro, 
from which the Spanish Hag was hauleii 
down at !) o'cUick a.m., and upon which 
till' United States Hag has pot (0 p.m.) 
been hoisted. Although my forces have 
fn^quently engaged the forts nnd yours 
have not oxelianged a shot with them, I 
await the arrival of a detachment of 
your troops to take possession, as tliey 
inust eventually occupy them, I expect 
the same consideration. 

"I request that you will relieve Lieut. 
Carntliers of the duty given him, as I 
have ilirc'cted Lieut. Marbles to assume 
conimaiid of the Alvarado, 

"Very respectfully, etc." 

After (luoting some further correspon- 
di'uce on the matter, in which Samp- 
son <-laims the prizes, he refers to the 
expiilsiiui of LiiMit. Doyle from the cap- 
tured vessels, and the failure of Shaftor 
to iuviti' any of the S(piadroii otlicers to 
to iirescnt at the surrender, and adds: 

"This, of course, may have been ;i 
mere oversight, but it is, of course, to be 
regretted that any siu-h thing took plai-(>. 
Had the navy been withdrawn after the 
action of the .'ird, after which all the Hoi t's 
oiieralions were to aid the army, all tlie 
shipping referred to would have escaped, 
and our army become the besieged in- 
stead of the besiegers, as, of course, the 
Keina Mercedes and tlie gunboat Alvar- 
ado would have been free to destroy or 
drive off the transport fleet. I do not 
think the commanding general appreci- 
ates how necessary a part of our great 
forces were to the reduction of Santiago 
and the surrender of its garrison in any 
case, independently of the effect of our 
hIioH, which latter was undoubtedly ono 
of the princiiial causes of the surrender 
at this time." 

Shafter's rejoinder came on August II. 
lie declined to acknowledge the rights 
claimed by Admiral Sampson, and stat- 
ed that as tlu> terms of surrender wore 
only signed hy the conimisisoii appoint- 
ed by hiin. and not by himself nor Gen 
Toral, he should protest against Admiral 
Sampson's signing tlioin. 

Sampson cites a miinher of telegrams 
to show tliat Shatter had the assistance 
of the fleet in bringing about the surren- 
der. 




CBRA'EKA A TRUE PROPHET. 

Spanish Admiral Protested Against 
Spain Rushing Into War With 
Certainty of Defeat. 

Waslilngon, Nov. 28.— The navy depart 
laent to-day published at the oflice of naval 
Intelllgeiiee the "views" of Admiral Cor 

vera regarding the Spanish navy In tin 
l;ite war. 

Captain Clover, the chief Intelllgenci 
ofliccr, explainH that this is a reprint of 
a number of letters published in La 
Epoca of Madrid on the Dth of the present 
month. They were written by Ccrvera In 
protest against Spain rushing Into war 
In the face of certain defeat, due to the 
naval strength of the United States and 
the unpreparednoss of the Spanish navy 
Cervera writes: 

"I ask myself If It Is right for inc t 
keep silent, and thi'rehy inaki- myself an 
accoiiiiillei' la adventures which w 
cause the total ruin of Spain. And 
for what [iiir|iose? To defend au Islaml 
which was (inrs, but belongs to as no more, 
because even If we should not l(jse It by 
rlglit In the war, we have lost It In the fact, 
aud with It all wealth and an i-normous 
number of young men, vicllms of the clim- 
ate and Inillcts In the defence of what 
Is now no more than a romantic Idea. Fur 
thermore, I believe that this opinion o 
niliie should be known to the queeu, and 
liv the wliole council of ministers. I have 
dlenii'd II my duty to express my ojilnlops 
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ty . 
IMoper authorities clearly 
init lieailag about the bush. Now let or- 
ders be given to me. I will carry them out 
with energy and decision. I am ready for 
till' Worst." 

Captain Clover said Spain had neglected 
her navv, and Cervera shows that it WttS 
iin|>rudeiit for her to attempt war against 
a superior naval power. 

The admiral points to tlie futility of 
attempting to blockade the Ciilted St;iti 
ports, and asks how the Siianlsh uav 
would repair even should they win a great 
victory, 'vlthout resouri-es. He says: 

"It would he foolish to deny that what 
we uiav reasonably exjiect la a defeat, 
which iniiv \ni glorious, but all the sanu 
defeat wli'leh would cause us to lose tin 
Islands In the worst possible manner. 

"Only In ease we cinild count ini soiiu 
powerful ally could we aspire to obtain 
a satlsl^aetorv result." 

The admiral refer.s to the Spanish 
ellle force as not able to afl'ord ev( 
shadow of resistance to the Ainerleau na- 
val force. Portlier on ho stieaks of the 
war as at last In sight, and lanients the 
Incomplete state of the Spanish vessels 
But, after all, ho says that hi> is ghic 
Uu) end Is coming, and is prepared to do 
his ilutv. lie is on record as protestlui; 
against 'the Idea of ■sending the little tor- 
jiedo-boat tlotllla to Cuba, pcdiitlng init 
that a naval defeat for Spain would pri 
(il)ilate the loss of Cuba. He speaks of 
the siiriirlse anil astonlslunent exiu 
rlenced by all of the ofllcers of his squad- 
ron on receiving orders from Siiain to sail 
from Cape Verde for Cuba, Inasiiiucb as 
tlioy had united In pointing out thi' con- 
dition of the ships. 
Says the admiral: 
"With nn easy conscience I go to the sac- 
rliU'c, but I cannot understand the dccl- 
slini of I lift navy-genornJ of fleers -against 
my opinions.'' 
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ENGLAND'S ABOH-BNEMY. 

Emperon William Scored, as Such iu the 
Lending British Magazine. 

New York, Nov. 29.— A despatch to the 
Times from London says: 

The Contemporary lloview issued to- 
night contains a sensational anonymous 
article entitled "The Arch-Eueiny of 
England." This is the German Emper- 
or. The writer alleges that the Kaiser 
sei/.ed Kiaochuu by agreement with Rus- 
sia to prevent England getting it, and 
that the Czar holds his present promise 
vacate it when called upon, Itussia 
providing Germany with coaling stations 
elsewdiore. 

The writer declares that the Kaiser 
liad drawn up a c-omplete plan, arrang- 
ing for tlie naval superiority of France, 
Russia and Germany over England four 
years hence, wdien England is to bo coiu- 
pelle<l to make humiliating terms 
throughout the world, leaving Gennany 
the chief commercial power. All these 
plans have suddenly been thrown into 
onfusion by the American-Spanish war, 
and America aud England drawing to- 
gether. 

The article, which is sure to attract 
ittenlion for its oxtraiutlinary attack up- 
on the (Jueen's gr:iiidson, continues: 

"The Aiiieric;iii people, with charactc^r- 
istic shrewdness, have detected this with 
resentment and liostility and are iu no 
mood to put up with browbeating from 
any one. Considering that the Ameri- 
cans look no inconsiderable part in open- 
ing China .and Japan to external in- 
Huences, the only ground for surprise is 
that they have been so slow in manifest- 
ing interest in the situation in the far 
East, but now that the impulse has been 
supjilied, and an assertion of the i-laim 
to liave a voice in it has bi'en made, 
there will be no drawing back or hesi- 
tation in pushuig matters to a conclusion. 

"It is precisely in the far East that 
the action — the mere presence — of the 
United States is so disconcerting and 
disagreeable to the German Emperor. It 
disarranges all his plans, deprives him- 
self and allies of that ascendancy in the 
China seas which they have twice as- 
serted for their own benefit nnd from 
which they saw a long train of future 
advantages. 

"Under such circumstances the con- 
tinued proximity of American and Ger- 
man squadrons at Manila, aggravated 
by the demeanor of the Gennaii ofllcers, 
is full of peril. The peril may pass off, 
but will only do so by the witlidraw.il 
of Germany's pretensions. 

"At this moment the (luestion turns on 
whether the German Emperor can in- 
duce Russia and France to join him in 
a demonstration of superior naval force 
to that possessed by the United States 
both in the Pacitie and the Atlantic, 
and the answer to that question largely 
deiiouds on whether ho and the Czar 
of Russia between them can exorcise 
sufllcient personal pressure in England 
to induce our government, in return for 
some empty concessions iu Africa, some 
easily broken promises as to China, to 
hold its hand, to hesitate for the neces- 
sary moment while they enforce their 
will on the Unitdd States. This Is to be 
the real peril to the creation of a real 
Anglo-Saxon alliance. 

"Prom the beginning of the crisis in 
the far East the English policy has done 
nothing but give way. has allowed and 
ossistcd the creation of difllculties that 
never would have arisen if it had only- 
stood firm at the beginning of the ques- 
tion. There now appears on the scene 
in a totally unexiiected manner one ally, 
who could and would adjust the balanci! 
of power in the far East in our favor. 

"It is obviously to our interest to 
supixirt that jiower with all oiir streugdi 
and make every effort so that it shall not 
be discouraged and restrained on the 
threshold of the new and beneficial 
movement it is making toward a more 
active external policy." 



NO TROUBLE AT ATLIN. 

The District Is in British Columbia- 
Original Claim Holders Will Be 
Protected. 

.Some absurd reports have been gobg 
the rounds lately regarding some alleg- 
ed trouble in the .-Vtliu country over an 
imaginarj' dispute regarding the bonnd- 
!iry between British Columbia nnd the 
Northwest Territories, one report going 
so far as to say that the district hod 
been closed pending a settlement. As 
Premier Semlin stated in an interview 
in the Colonist some days ago there is no 
dispute regarding the boundary, the 
whole of the Atlin district in which dis- 
coverloH have been made being in Brit- 
ish Columbia. This statement was made 
not only on the inforinatioii gained by 
the provincial government olHcials hut 
also on the strength of a letter received 
by the Premier from Mr, Ogilvio, th*- 
nominion conimissloner ' for (he Yukon 
district. Mr. Ogilvie stated that he was 
satisliod thai; (he whole of the .\tlin dis- 
trict vas in this province. However, to 
do away with any doubts that may still 
exist the governnieiit has decided to send 
yU: J. 11. Browiileo, the provincial land 
survevor. and a p.'irty Ncjrth in a few 
davH to dotenniiio the boundary in |)laces 
where a dispute might arise as to 
whethor a claim wns in British Columbin 
or the Northwest. It would take too 
long to determine the wdiole boundary, 
hut Mr. Browiiloe will run the line 
whore it is actually necessary. 

When the first discoveries were made 
the Y'ukoii olllcials did believe that tin! 
district was in the Northwest and there- 
fore came under their jurisdiction. 
Claims were recorded by them under the 
act of the Northwest which allows tt 
iiiiuor 2."i0 foot. As soon ns it wns 
learned that the district was in British 
Columbia 1(10 foot clllims wore staked 
on the same ground. "Wo will have to 
do what is right with those who staked 
under the act of the Northwest, said 
Mr Hume, in discussing the quest ion 
yesterday. "Probably," he continued, "a 
MIL will -have to he introduced at (ho 
next seslson of the logislatun^ to provide 
for these men, giving them. 100 foot 
clnimB." _ ^ . „ ^, 

Pending the receipt of Capt. Rants 
report, which had not been received yes- 
terday, the government will not take any 
action.
